VV arlington, April 27.—Spanish Ambassador Riano announced late last 
night that he had received private advices from .Mexico City, stating that 
Gen. Huerta had accepted the offer of Argentina, Brazil aud Chile to 
use their good offices to bring about an amicable settlement of the dif­ 
ficulty between the United States and Mexico. 
He accepted the advices at authentic and expects to be prepared to 
place Gen. Huerta’s formal acceptance before the representatives of the 
three South American countries today. 
Steps toward sounding out Huerta were taken yesterday. 
Ambassa­ 
dor Da Gama, of Brazil, and Ministers Noon. of Argentina, and Suraez, of 
Chile. succeeded in establishing telegraphic communication with the Mex­ 
ican capital . In a statement last afternoon Ambassador Da Gama said 
the proposal of mediation had been transmitted to the envoys of Argen­ 
tina, Brazil and Chile at Mexico City and that negotiations were progress­ 
ing “very favorably.’*

BAZOO" OF DAYS LONO PASSED 


Retired Editor 
Who Began 
tournal- 
istic Work in New York State 
Back in the 50s— Why hie 
Gave Up His Daily. 


The Kansas City Star of Sunday 
had a splendid picture of Col. J..W est 
flood win, of this city, and an article 


descriptive of his labors in the jour­ 
nalistic vineyard, beginning in x ew 
York state back in the 50s and ex­ 
tending up to the present time. There 
was nothing in the way of “news” for 
Sedalians in the story, but it was a 
good feature article, and the Demo­ 
crat reproduces it entire, as follows: 
The night ot July 4, 1869, there was 
a banquet in the Coates House to cel­ 
ebrate the dedication of the Hannibal 
bridge. 
People had said the Missouri 
river could not be bridged because it 
was impossible to 4'ind a foundation 
for piers in the shifting sand of the 
river’s bed. 
Octave Chanute, a Kansas City en­ 
gineer. whose name still lives in en­ 
gineering history and in tho minds 
of the older generation in Kansas 
City, had accomplished the feat with 
surprising skill. 
Kansas .City 
was 
wild with delight. 
It was the first 
really “big day” in the city r.nd the 
river bank was black wth spectators 
at the exercises. 
Visitors from a1! 
over the state were present and Kan­ 
sas City pride was rampant. 
That night the Coates House was 
opened to the public for the first 
time. 
A banquet was served in the 
dining room and many men and wo­ 
men sat about the long tables. 
Kersey 
Coates, 
the 
proprietor 
moved among the guests, after the 
manner of hosts the world over. 
He 
stopped between a man and a wo­ 
man, bent over and spoke iii a low 
tone. 


The First Guest at the Coates. 
“I have just one room in the bouse 
that is furnished,” he said. 
“No one 
has yet been a guest at the hotel and 
it would gratify me if you and your 
wife would occupy the first room.” 
He was speaking to J. West Good­ 
win. editor of the Sedalia Bazoo. 
Mr. 
Goodwin and his wife were staying 
at the Pacific House at Fourth and 
Delaware, then the principal hotel. 
but they sent for their baggage and 
accepted the invitation. 
So it came 
about they registered, were assigned 
to the room and 
spent 
the 
night 
there, the first guests of the hotel. 
Mr. Goodwin, who is now 77 year? 
old, is still in business in Sedalia 
although he discontinued the publi­ 
cation of the Bazoo iii 1900. 
He if 
widely known throughout the state 
and beyond the borders as well. Hav 
Ing~once seen J. West Goodwin ne 
one is likely to forget the portly old 
gentleman with the white beaver hat 
The hat is part of his peisonality 
Nowadays, 
he 
wears it only upon 
great occasions, such as 'an editors* 
convention or the convention of a na 
lienal party. 
And he has never had 
a picture taken-without it in the last 
fifty years. 
Mr. Goodwin became a state figure 
shortly after he started the Bazoo in 
1868. It was said to be the best coun­ 
try paper in Missouri. The news was 
handled in a clean a iry style and it 
was said there was always something 
to interest everybody in the Bazoo. 
The word Bazoo is of Indian ori­ 
gin and means “much wind.” 
Before 
the days of the fast mail trains it had 
a circulation that extended down in­ 
to Texas and was one 
of 
the 
few- 
country papers that sent Its reporters 
out of town on stories. 
All classes 
>f news were on equal footing in the 
paper. At one time Mr. Goodwin sent 
a reporter to McAlester, Indian Ter­ 
ritory, to report a prize fight. 
The paper prospered 
and 
made 
money as the years went by. 
Four­ 
teen year* ago Mr. Goodwin found 
he was not as strong as he had been 
formerly and that he had to depend 
on others to do the things lie had 
been accustomed to do. 
Sometimes 
did not please bim. 
Originated the Interview. 
One day he decided to quit. 
* I 
can't run the kind of a newspaper I 
want to run any more.” he said. “and 
I don’t intend to run one that isn t as 
good as it used to be.”

Both sides have their spies, 
and the armies are on the qui vive 
ru d er such circumstances tile civi­ 
lian must be prepared for persona 
inconveniences; and atren gens visit­ 
ing the parts must he very circum­ 
spect. 


"They say a sailor went ashore at 
Tampico and called at the postoffice 
for the ship’s mail, and on his way 
back was arrested and put iii jail. 
Who knew that he was an American 
sailor? Who knew' that the hag lie 
carried on his hack contained the 
snips mail? 
Maybe the officer was 
stupid and officious. 
If so, complaint 
should have been promptly lodged 
and due punishment meted out to the 
offender. 
But to make 
that 
little 
contretemps a casus belli was un­ 
worthy of this country. 
“ We should not have demanded a 
salute of the flag if the same thing 
happened in Halifax. 
We know thaf 
when the American fleet made its 
first entry into Halifax after the war 
the jails were not large enough to 
hold the American marines arrested 
on the street, and an arrangement 
was entered into with the American 
consul general to have the men par­ 
oled to him. 
We did not ask any sa­ 
lute lo the flag.

We are not apologizing to Japan yet. 
Japan did not demand that we should 
salute the banner of the Rising Sun. 
We put in a plea In this case which 
Mr. Blaine did not think necessary; 
we pleaded that California was a sov­ 
ereign 
state 
and 
certain 
matters 
were subject to her 
exclusive con­ 
trol. 
"In this case of 
Mexico 
the na­ 
tional government could make all tho 
excuses offered by Mr. 
Blaine 
and 
Mr. Bryan, but we would 
not listen 
to them. Why? it was not Italy, or 
England or Japan. It was poor, weak 
and bleeding Mexico. That made us 
sensitive and brave. 
"We do not 
blame 
Mr. Wilson.

People had said the Missouri 
river could not he bridged because it 
was impossible to find a foundation 
for piers i.i the shifting Band of the 
river’s bed. 
Octave Chanute, a Kansas City en­ 
gineer. whose name still lives in en- 
gi nee ring history and in the minds 
of the older generation iii Kansas 
City, had accomplished the feat with 
surprising skill. 
Kansas 
City 
was 
wild with delight. 
It was the first 
really “big day” in the city and the 
river bank was black wth spectators 
at the exercises. 
Visitors from a1! 
over the state were present aud Kan­ 
sas City pride was rampant. 
That night the Coates House was 
opened to the public for the first 
time. 
A banquet was served in the 
dining room and many men and wo­ 
men sat about the long tables. 
Kersey 
Coates, 
the 
proprietor, 
moved among the guests, after tho 
manner of hosts the world over. 
He 
stopped between a man and a wo­ 
man, bent over and spoke in a low 
tone. 


The First Guest at the Coates. 
“I have just one room in the house 
that is furnished,” he said. 
“No one 
has yet been a guest at the hotel and 
it would gratify me if you and your 
wife would occupy the first room.” 
He was speaking to J. West Good­ 
win. editor of the Sedalia Bazoo. Air. 
Goodwin and his wife were staying 
at the Pacific House at Fourth and 
Delaware, then the principal hotel, 
but they sent for their baggage and 
accepted the invitation. 
So it came 
about they registered, were assigned 
to the room and 
spent 
the 
night 
I here*, the first guests of the hotel. 
Mr. Goodwin, who is now 77 years 
old, is still in business in Sedalia, 
although lie discontinued the publi­ 
cation of the Bazoo in 1900. 
He is 
widely known throughout the state 
and beyond the borders as well. Hav­ 
ing once seen J. West Goodwin no 
one is likely to forget the portly old 
gentleman with the white beaver hat. 
The hat is part of his personality. 
Nowadays, 
he 
wears it only upon 
reat occasions, such as an editors’ 
convention or the convention of a na- 
ional party. 
And he has never had 
picture taken without it iii the last 
fifty years. 
Mr. Goodwin became a state figure 
shortly after he started the Bazoo in 
868. 
It was said to be the best coun- 
ry paper in Missouri. The news was 
landled in a clean airy style and it 
was said there was always something 
to interest everybody in the Bazoo. 
The word Bazoo is of Indian ori­ 
gin and means “much wind.” 
Before 
the days of the fast mail trains it had 
circulation that extended down in­ 
to Texas and was one 
of 
the 
few 
country papers that sent Its reporters 
out of town on stories. 
All classes 
of news were on equal footing in the 
paper. At one time Mr. Goodwin sent 
reporter to McAlester, Indian Ter­ 
ritory, to" re port a prize fight. 
The paper prospered 
and 
made 
money as the years went by. 
Four­ 
teen years ago Mr. Goodwin found 
he was not as strong as he had been 
formerly and that he had to depend 
on others to do the things he had 
been accustomed to do. 
Sometimes 
they did not please him. 
J J 
O riginated the Interview . 
One day he decided to quit, 
can’t mn the kind of a newspaper 
want to run any more.” he said, “and 
I don’t intend to run one that isn t as 
good as it used to be.’’ 
So he closed out the paper because 
he had too much pride in it co see it 
begin

tamed his printing outfit and went 
into the commercial printing busi­ 
ness. 
Today he has a large printing 
establishment in Sedalia 
in 
which 
he gets out everything in the printing 
line from bound books to circus pos 
ters.
